On the western front, where 
there have been some signs of 
offensive’ preparations by the 
Reds, Allied planes and artillery 
attacked six Russian-made T-34 
tanks and two self-propelled guns 
near U.N. lines. Napalm and high 
explosive bombs were dropped 
on the enemy armor and 20 Com- 
munist soldiers were killed.

Ground action was heaviest 
along the spiny ridges of Korea’s 
eastern front. 

(The Associated Press said U.N. 
troops captured a towering moun- 
tain peak north of Yanggu from 
bitterly “resisting Reds. North 
Koreans repulsed a U.N. attack on 
another mountain to the west, the 
Associated Press said). 

In a dusk-to-dawn battle the 
Communists tried to crack the 
Marine lines and stop their steady 
advance. Shoulder to shoulder, 
the Reds poured in against the 
Leathernecks in one attack after 
another. But barbed wire and 
concentrations of mortar, artil- 
lery, and rifle fire 
cut them down. 

The Marines counted 40 enemy 
dead hanging in the barbed wire 
this morning. There Was no esti- 
mate of how many dead and 
wounded the enemy hauled away 
in the darkness. arine casual- 
ties were “extremely light.” 
On the central front, U.N. 
troops gained three-quarters of a 
mile northwest of Kumhwa and 
their drive continued. 

Reds Launch Two Attacks. 


. West of the port of Kansong, 


on the east coast, three Red bat- 
talions launched two attacks on U. 
N. troops Thursday. Fighting end- 
ed at nightfall when the Allies 
pulled back slightly to dig in for 
the night. 

One by-passed enemy unit 
fought a five-hour battle trying 
to push U.N. forces off a hill but 
failed. A final Red counter-at- 
tack was repulsed quickly and the 
U.N. remained in complete com- 
mand of the situation. 

On the western front, action 
was light Thursday except for one 
machine-gun attack during the 
night which was beaten off in less 
than an hour. 

Troops on the central front shot 
down an enemy plane with ground 
fire Thursday. 

Communist ground gunners shot 
down a marine Corsair fighter 
plane today with “no chance of 
pilot survival,” Fifth Air Force 
headquarters said. 

The action was not located. It 
could have been near Sunchon, 
where 19 Corsairs destroyed or, 
damaged 24 railroad cars. 

On Road to Seoul. 

The Red armored vehicles were 
seen west of Yonchon, which is 
seven miles north of the thirty- 
eighth parallel on the main high- 
way leading northward from 


Seoul.

Changes in House Bill. 


The Senate made numerous 
changes in the House-passed bill, 

The House had voted to release, 
after 12 months’ service, thou- 
sands of World War II veterans 
who had been called back to duty 
in the Korean war. 

It also had barred early retire- 
ment of officers and men before 
the number of years fixed by law, 
after complaints about high-rank- 
ing generals and admirals retir- 
ing to accept well-paid jobs with 
industries, many of them getting 
defense contracts.

‘We Don’t Contemplate Such Possibilities,’ 
New York Governor Says — Silent as to 
Word From European Commander.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—-Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey indicated yes- 
terday that he does not expect 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower to 
refuse the Republican presi- 
dential nomination if it is offered 
him next year. 

The New York Governor, who 
came to Washington at President 
Truman’s invitation to report on 
his recent trip to the Far East, 
hastened from the White House 
conference to Capitol Hill and 
met for 40 minutes during the 
afternoon with four Republican 
Senators who share Dewey’s in- 
dorsement of Gen. Eisenhower. 
After the meeting, held in the 
office of Senator Duff (Rep.), 
Pensylvania, the Governor was 
asked what would happen to the 
Eisenhower boom if the general 
“says he’s busy.” 

“We don’t contemplate such 

possibilities,” Dewey said. 
The Governor refused to com- 
ment when asked whether any 
of the conferees had had any 
direct word from Eisenhower. He 
conceded that the Eisenhower 
candidacy had been discussed at 
the meeting and said all present 
were “for him.” 


Meeting With Senators. 

The Govenor described his 
meeting with Duff and Senators 
Ives of New York, Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, and Carlson of 
Kansas, as a general discussion 
of the political situation.” 

“We found ourselves in com- 
plete accord,” he added. 
Harmony also apparently pre- 
vailed earlier in the afternoon 
when Gov. Dewey gave 15 min- 
utes of an hour-and-a-quarter vis- 
it to the Senate floor to a talk 
with Senator Taft of Ohio, a 
strong contender for the Repub-

HELICOPTERS MAKE

The arrest of Smeltzer was dis- 
closed by FBI Agent J. A. Robey, 
who said the banker admitted 
taking the money to “play the 
stock market.” 

Smeltzer reportedly was bond- 
ed to at least $400,000 and the 
rest of the loss was protected by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. The FDIC already has 
announced that it will cover the 
losses of depositors in the Par- 
nassus National Bank. 

Robey said no connection be- 
tween the two shortages had been 
discovered. The two men were 
reported to have associated sel- 
dom. 

False Records for Examiners 

Robey charged that Smeltzer 
had manipulated the First Nation- 
al’s books for 20 years, maintain- 
ing two sets of records.

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A Diary of High Influence” 

J. E. Toole’s diary, which he read at the first 
Senate opén hearing in the American Lithofold 
case, offers a frank study of the influence-seeking 
business in Washington. 

Mr. Toole is assistant secretary of the St, Louis 
printing firm. He went to work for American 
Lithofold almost immediately after he had recom- 
mended a loan for the company as chief loan 
analyst for the Smaller War Plants Corporation. 
The tendency of companies to hire federal offi- 


cials who have aided them is a side chapter in 


itself. ; 

But the Toole diary deals more directly with 
the influence business. Reading to the Senate in- 
vestigators, Toole said R. J. Blauner, head of 
Lithofold, had been “pressing, yes insisting” that 
a call be made to the White House in an effort to 
get “high influence” in behalf of an RFC loan. 

This was on Feb. 3, 1949. The date is especially 
interesting. That same month William M. Boyle 
Jr., now Democratic National chairman, went on 
the Lithofold payroll. Prior to that time the RFC 
had three times rejected a Lithofold loan re- 
quest. The following month a loan was granted. 

The hunt for favoritism in government is 
traced more extensively by the diary, but this 
brief sequence of events remains a prime motive 
for the Senate investigation. And the original 
questions have not been changed, but only ex- 
tended: 

What “high influence” did the company ex-

Why did it hire Boyle? 

What did he do to earn his fees?

Neglected Area of Defense 
Congress’s failure thus far to authorize a fed- 


eral administrator for oil lands in the marginal 


seas is holding up the development of these re- 
sources for national defense. Solicitor General 
Perlman has served this blunt warning. When 
Congress is spending millions of dollars for 
other aspects of national defense, how can it 
justify procrastination on this essential phase, 
which would cost little more than the adoption 
of a resolution. 

Actually, of course, a group of members who 
want to turn these exceedingly rich areas over 
to the states they border—principally Califor- 
nia, Texas. and Louisiana—is responsible for 
the inaction. A bill to quitclaim these oil lands 
has been passed by the House and is pending in 
the Senate. ny , 

Congressmen who are playing the quitclaim 
game, and still other Congressmen who are al- 
lowing it to block federal administration of the 
oil lands in the marginal seas, are trifling with 
their country’s security. “World conditions have 
made immediate and additional’ development of 


oil resources vital,” says the Solicitor General. 


“The succéssful defense of the nation from for- 
eign enemies may depend on it.” 

In the face of this grave warning, will mem- 
bers of Congress continue to play politics with 
the oil marginal seas?

British Foreign Secretary Morrison did well

Gen. de Gaulle’s position, with the rhetorié 
removed, is that it would be better for France 
to maintain the forms of sovereignty at the 
price of defenselessness and very possibly sub- 
jugation, than to lend some of its sovereignty 
to the common defense so as to survive and 
achieve a sovereignty more securely based. 

We do not believe that most Frenchmen will 
agree, or that there is reason for them to feel 
that any sacrifice of national pride is involved 
in their contribution to the common defense. 
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he Irreducible Budget 


President Truman made a spirited defense of 
his budget the other day, but his robust words 
will not be reassuring to those who trouble to 
read between the lines. 

Mr..Truman brushed off the critics who ex- 
press fear of national bankruptcy by suggesting 
that similar fears had proved groundless in the 
past and are equally groundess now. Thus he 


scored a telling debaters’ point against intem- 


perate predictions of disaster that never ma- 
terialized. What is troubling most people, how- 
ever, is not “national bankruptcy” so much as 
the hard, immediate problem of getting through 
the next few years without new inflation. 

The President himself says that “if we want 
to keep the country on a sound financial basis 
and hold down inflation, we must pay as we 
go.” But the huge appropriations now being en- 
acted in all probability cannot all be paid out of 
current revenue. That portion which has to be 
met by increasing the public debt may not 
bring us national bankruptcy, but will surely 
create inflationary pressure. What, then, does 
Mr. Truman propose “to keep the country on a 
sound financial basis and hold down inflation.” 

At the very least, one might expect him to 
show a friendlier attitude toward those in his 
own party—and they are not all Dixiecrats— 
who have been advocating tighter economy. 

Mr. Truman may have proved to his own 
satisfaction that the budget. cannot be cut, but

believe that he creates the best atmosphere for 
economizing when he proclaims that no econo- 
mizing of any significance can be done.

- WASHINGTON. Sept. 14 (AP) | 
—American for Democratic Ac- 
tion asserted today the new eco- 
nomic controls law offers no real | 
protection against inflation and is | 
“bound to rob” consumers of 
basic living standards. 


In a statement to a Senate 
Banking subcommittee, John J. 
Gunther, A.D.A. legislative rep- 
resentative, said the main trouble | 
with the law is what President 
Truman has termed the terrible 
Capehart amendment.” He backed 
Truman’s Aug. 23 request that it 
be repealed. 


The provision permits sellers to 
pass on to consumers practically 
all cost increases that occurred 
between the start of the Korean 
war and last July 26. 


Although Truman has dubbed 
it the Capehart amendment, Sena- 
tor Capehart says he had the help 
of four Democrats and another 
Republican in drafting it. Cape- 
hart has defended the provision | 
as one which he says permits price 
rollbacks as well as “justified” 
increases. 


A.D.A. is an organization of po- | 
titiaal nature which bars Com- 
munists and has among its mem- 
zers many New Deal and Fair 
Deal“ advocates. 

View of Meat Packers. 

A contradictory view to that ex- 
pressed by A.D.A. was given to 
the committee by a meat packers’ 
representative. He contended the 
Capehart amendment is necessary 
to help wipe out what he calls a 
serious black market in meat. 
Wilbur La Roe, representing the 
National Independent Meat Pack- 
ers’ Association, told the subcom- 
mittee there is a shortage of beef 
in legitimate channels. He said 
the Office of Price Stabilization, 
and not Congress, is responsible 
for it. 

“The ‘plight of the meat pack- 
ers,” La Roe asserted, “is due 
very largely to the terrific decline 
in the prices of hides and tallow, 
for which decline OPS has unfair- 
ly refused to make any allow- 
ance.” 

He said Congress had been 
blamed for “the impending in- 
crease in beef prices,” but that 
OPS actually is at fault. | 

Predicts Price Boost. 

Gunther said that under the 
Capehart provision the OPS “will 
not be able effectively to roll | 
back excessively increased prices, |

and equity will require that prices 
of competitors will be allowed to 
increase to like levels.” 

A representative of the AFL, 
who yesterday called for repeal 
of the Capehart amendment, made 
the same contention. 

Gunther—as did the AFL man 
—Ssaid a proposed revision of the 
provision is simply an effort to 
make it administratively work- 
able. | 

The suggested revision, Gun- 
ther added, should not be sold 
to the American people a a step 
toward strengthening the infla- 
— -fighting machinery of the na- 
ion 

He said Congress, through the 
Capehart amendment, has led 
the American people to mistak- 
enly believe that (it) has passed 
laws to protect them against the 
anticipated wave of inflation.” 

Actually, Gunther said, Ameri- 
can consumers, especially those 
dependent on fixed incomes, 
have no real protection against 
inflation which is bound to rib 
them of their basic living stand- 


ards. 
Capehart-Gunther Clash. 

At the outset of Gunther’s tes- 
timony, Capehart raised questions 
about Gunther’s qualifications. 
Capehart did the same thing yes- 
terday when an AFL economist, 
Peter Henle, denounced the 
amendment as “a fraud on the 
American people.” 

Gunther shot back by iclsikine 
Capehart of making “personal at- 
tacks” on witnesses. | 

Capehart said Gunther had de- 
clared without justification that 
the Capehart amendment amount- 
— to “robbing the American peo- 
ple.” 

The Senator called that “part 
of the A. D. A. technique. . and 
when we throw it back at you, 
you are a bunch of cry-babies.”

A Drink or Twe

VEN casual alcohol drinking receives less and less medi- 


cal support each year. 
Only a few years ago, the alcohol in whisky or gin 


was supposed to protect you from hardening of the arteries 
because it did so in rabbits. This was later disproved in man. 
A drink or preferably two was supposed to dilate your arteries 

10 offset the effects of smoking. This was disproved. Careful 
studies of hundreds of drinkers and nondrinkers both before 
and after death give no support to the idea that alcohol either 
prevents atherosclerosis or makes your arteries bigger at the 
same time tobacco makes them smaller. 

* Now a recent study on accidents and alcohol adds further 
bad news for those who want to justify a drink or two. It 
seems that. taking a few drinks always brings you a little 
closer to violent death.

THE PROOF of this statement comes from the medical 
examiner’s office of one big county. There, medical examiners 
have studied after death every person who died a violent 
death and analyzed the bodies for alcohol content. Here are 
the figures. 

There were 246 violent deaths in 1949 in the county. 
Seventy-eight had been killed in automobile accidents; 82 
had died of non-industrial accidents such as burns, falls, 
drownings, etc.; 78 were suicides, and eight had been killed 
in other accidents. Eighty-seven per cent of the homicide vic- 

. tims, 46 per cent of those who died in auto accidents, 24 per 
cent of those in other accidents, and 19 per cent of the sui - 
cides had been drinking before they were killed. Altogether, 
alcohol was responsible or at least a contributing factor in 
27 per cent of the total of 246 violent deaths. That is, more 
than one in four of these victims had been drinking. 


$e Cee 

MOST or THE VICTIMS were not drunk in the commonly 
recognized sense. They may not have appeared intoxicated to 
those around them. As the medical examiners explained, 
“These are the persons most prone to get into trouble because 
their reflex actions, co-ordination, and sense of judgment are 

. impaired and yet they could get around and do not realize 
the extent of impairment.” 

Most of the drinkers killed in auto accidents “were not 
< aleoholics but people who had been drinking at a cocktail 
party, a tavern, a wedding, or a holiday celebration.” 

Thus, in order to play it safe, it seems you must do one 
of two things. The simplest is not drink at all. Or, if you do 
plan to take even a couple, have with you a total abstaining 
friend who will protect you from ‘yourself and others and 
drive for you.

Stoplights of Speech. 

PEECH, like the fine copper 
§ wire of the telephone, instan- 

taneously transmits from one 
mind to another the mysterious 
electrical impulses which we call 
thoughts. But so fragile and tenu- 
ous is the link between speaker 
and listener that the slightest dis- 
cordant note will snap the delicate 
thread by means of which the at- 
tention of the listener is held. 

To such discordant notes, let us 
apply the term spotlights of 
speech, defined thus: a spotlight 
“is anything in one’s speech that 
snaps the attention, and causes 
the listener’s mind to switch from 
what is being said, to how it is 
being said. 


We are all familiar with the 
broadcaster who finds it physi- 
cally impossible to refrain from 
saying, “and I quote” before every 
direct quotation, even if it con- 
sists of but a single and inconse- 
quential word. 


Spotlights may be an over- 
worked gesture, a nervous and re- 


peated clearing of the throat, the 


habit of fiddling with one’s spec- 
tacles, or frequent snifflings, or 
licking the lips, or use of the 
handkerchief. But the spotlights 
most often consist of pronuncia- 
tions that are erroneous, or too 
precise, or affected, or that are 
seldom heard in standard Ameri- 
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can, although perhaps to be found 
in some dictionary or other. 


The radio speaker is strictly on 
his own ... his appearance, his 
personal charm, his expressive 
gestures, his eloquent facial ex- 
pressions are visible attributes 
that are entirely wasted on the 
radio listener. The wise broad- 
casten, then, will think twice be- 
fore adopting any speech manner- 
ism that might prejudice listeners 
against him. 


Until television becomes univer- 
sal and replaces non-visual broad- 
casting, the radio speaker must 
continue to be a disembodie 
ephemeral creature of voca 
sounds alone. . Spotlights, which 
radio exaggerates out of all pro- 
portion, should to him become a 
matter of gravest concern—all the 
more so when he remembers that 
his listeners, too, are invisible, 
and that, unlike the platform 


speaker, he cannot note their re- 
actions to what he says or to the 
manner in which he says it.

FTER my lecture at a high school, the principal asked me

After that, 
all I had to do was to sit and listen! The general idea was. 
“Of course, I love my parents, but From their remarks 
I made up an informal “black list.” If you are the parent 
of a teen-ager, maybe you can profit by it. They disapproved, 
completely and unanimously, of: 

‘ 1, Parents who want to stay in the living room when 
the girl has a date at home. It was agreed that parents 
should stay in the house, and nothing but contempt was 
expressed for those parents who go off to the movies or 
elsewhere, leaving a young couple alone.

2. PARENTS WHO continually try to boost their daugh- 
ter’s stock by an over-enthusiastic sales talk.

Scientists Enthusiastic Over Experiments 
With a Curious Shrub Called Susyule, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14. 
T MAY NOT be long now, if 
present remarkable progress is 
continued, before the United

. States will be growing much of its 


vast requirements of natural rub- 
ber in its own back yard. 

Working quietly with an unlike- 
ly looking little plant, Uncle Sam’s 
scientists are rapidly approaching 
a success which is bound to have 
world-wide implications in a years- 
long effort to break the nation’s 
dependence upon foreign sources 
for supplies of that vital com- 
modity. 

—— to this little-known story 
is the word “guayule’—and there 
is substantial reason to believe 
that it is on its way to becoming 
one of the most important in the 
language to every American. 

The United States is the world’s 
largest user of rubber. It enters 
into the manufacture of literally 
thousands of products, vital to the 
national economy and security, and 
affecting consumers in countless 
ways in their daily lives. 

American motorists alone ac- 
count for more rubber consump- 
tion than the whole rest of the 
world put together—tens of mil- 
lions of tires and tubes. 

To an emphatic degree, Amer- 
ican transportation is dependent 
upon rubber—and that means the 
welfare of the country as a whole. 

Guayule, which at long last may 
free the United States from its 
thralldom to Far Eastern growers 
of natural rubber, is a semi-desert, 
profusely branching shrub which 
attains a height of less than two 
feet. It is a native of Mexico and 
the spectacular Big Bend country 
of southwest Texas, and in this 
plant rubber fs found in latex 
form. All parts of the shrub con- 
tain rubber but the main concen- 
tration is in the bark and stems. 

The Government's interest in 
guayule became intense when 
Japanese conquests in Malaya 
cut off the nation’s supply of 
natural. rubber and precipitated 
a strategic material crisis in the 
first years of World War II. 

It has been learned by experi- 
ence that tires and many other 
rubber products which can be 

ade synthetically are vastly im- 
— by the use of varying 
amounts of natural rubber in the 
formula. This means that there 
probably always will be a press- 
ing need for natural rubber de- 
spite the continuing development 
and 1 of synthetics. 
sf of knowledge and activity on 

the part of a handful of pio- 
neers in guayule a good many 
years before Pearl Harbor. 

First, Mexican natives long ago 
discovered the qualities of re- 
silience in the material which 
could be extracted from the wild 
plant and native children played 
with balls made from crude 
guayule rubber. 

For many years there has been 
substantial production of guayule 
rubbér in Mexico and as much

imported to United States rub- 
ber companies—mainly tire mak- 
ers—in a single year. Most of 
this has been processed from the 
wild shrub, however. 

The largest commercial pro- 
dueer began conducting experi- 
ments in the cultivation of bef- 
ter strains of guayule in 1912, 
and co-operatively with the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture in the 1920s, at Salinas, 
Calif., a station now owned and 
operated by the Agriculture De- 


- partment. 


But it was not until the Japs 
bombed Pearl Harbor and over- 
ran southeast Asia with its great 
rubber plantations that things 
really began happening on a big 
scale for guayule. Congress 
promptly swung into action and 
made funds available both for 
large experimental cultivation 
and for the discovery of better 
processing methods. During 
World War II, the department 
planted more than 32,000 acres, 
largely on contracts with individ- 
ual farmers. 

What happened to this project 
immediately after the war is a 
story which follows the pattern 
of many another: Congress lost 
interest, did not maintain funds 
for experiments, However, ap- 
propriations on a reduced scale 
again were made after the Navy 
took over for one interim year 
to avoid complete loss of existing 
x * 

URING the past five years, de- 
Dee handicaps and reduced 

experimental plantings, im- 
mense progress has been made by 
the Federal researchers. So much, 
in fact, that it is not stretching 
the truth to say that if the possi- 
bilities now are exploded, within 
the foreseeable future much of 
our needs for natural rubber could 
be supplied from a crop grown in 
the United States. 

This progress is along several 
lines but principally two; creation 
of new strains of the guayule 
shrub which produce up to 50 per 
cent more rubber per acre and 
discovery of new methods of ex- 
traction of rubber which make 
larger yields of a better product 
at less cost. 

Dr. Byron T. Shaw, Department 
of Agriculture deputy research 
administrator, says that we have 
learned to produce plants and to 
grow the crop more economically.

Fix It Yourself

OU’LL find a good deal of. 


miscellaneous metal scattered 

around the outside of most 
homes in the form of roof and 
window flashing, chimney flash- 
ing and gutters and most of it is 
just itching to cause trouble 


Galvanized iron, for example, 
will hold up fine for a few years 
but when that thin coating of 
zinc has worn away the base 
metal will rust. This not only 
ruins the metal but the rust 
stains don’t look very well on 
white outside walls. Keeping the 
galvanized iron painted will make 
it last and keep it from staining. 
Copper won’t rust or corrode but 
it will stain painted surfaces un- 
less coated with varnish or paint. 
Aluminum won't rust and it 
won't stain, but let it come into 
direct contact with copper and 
you'll have troubles because these 
two metals just don’t get along. 

This situation is likely to occur 
when you have aluminum gutters 
installed and portions of them 
come into contact with copper, 
valley flashing. The best rule is 
not to let them touch each other 
but if this can’t be avoided, insu- 
late them from each other with a 
heavy coat of roofing cement.

He went 
to dummy’s diamond king apd 
took the p finesse, but later 
he guessed’ wrong about the 
spade honors and so suffered a 
one-trick defeat. 

It was not the play, however, 
which was particularly signif- 
icant, for the fact was that with 
two club tricks and at least one 
spade “off the hand,” a game 
contract which depended on run- 
ning trumps without loss was a 
highly questionable venture. The 
pertinent issue is: Was South 
justified in making a jump re- 
bid and thus strongly urging his 
partner to bid game? 

South felt, as so many other 
players feel,. that possession of a 
seven-card suit (against the mére 
five-card suit he might have 
held) justified the jump rebid; 
that, after all, he had two win- 
ners over a minimum. „This, 
however, is not a thoroughly 
valid yardstick. For a jump re- 
bid, the player should be able 
to count eight sure winners, and 
since South’s heart suit was not 
solid, his hand was worth only 
seven winners. Thus, it was better 
to rebid only two hearts and have 
something to spare.

ANASTA players soon learn 
1 the prineiple of economy in 
melding. Usually the initial 


meld should be made with the 


least number of cards needed, 
and aces are ideal for this pur- 
pose because ordinarily you can 
make the required — more 
cheaply with high-scoring aces. 
But when your hand is such 
that you are going to play to go 
out, economy is not a factor. Pre- 
cisely the opposite may be true. 
Suppose this is your hand: 


You need only 50. This could 
not be considered a very good 
hand for the purpose of taking 
the pack; your right-hand oppo- 
nent is more likely to throw low 
cards than high ones, and you 
cannot expect to match one of 
his discards with one of your 
high pairs. 

For going out, however, you 
have an exceptionally good hand. 


Four 4 tens and two wild cards 


give you an excellent start toward 
a canasta, and the well-matched 
nature of the rest of your hand 
promises a quick out once the 
canasta is completed. 

You could make the most eco- 
nomical meld possible, with A-A-2, 
but in this case it is better to 
meld your 4 tens with a deuce. 
This gets your canasta base down 
on the table at once, and invites 
partner to add to it. If he can 
add something like a 10 and a 
wild card, you can complete a 
canasta and be out on your next 
turn. In any event, it shouldn't 
be more than a round or two 
before you are out. You may 
catch the opponents with a minus 
score and get a big start on them.

of this group had the head of 
an animal and the body of a man. 

In addition, the Egyptians 
prayed to several goddesses who 
were fitted with animal heads. 
One of those was called Taurt. 
Surely she could never have won 
a prize in a beauty contest! 
Mounted on her heavy body was 
the head and face of a hippopot- 
amus! 

Taurt was supposed to be the 
wife of Set, the god of darkness. 
If that god was as bad as the 
Egyptians said he was, it might 
be suggested that he deserved to 
have a wife like this one. 

Another animal goddess of old 
Egypt was.Bubastis. Some artists 
and sculptors showed her with 
the head of a lioness and the 
body of a woman. Others gave 
her the head of a house cat, but 
also provided a breastplate for 
her with oe weet of 2 lion on it. 


TODAY in Egypt you may visit 
of the town of Zagazig. Not far 
outside its limits are several 
mounds known as Tell Basta. Men 
dug into these mounds 65 years 
ago, and inside them they found 
some of the remains of an ancient 
city. The city had the name of 
Bast, or Bubastis. 

In the midst of the remains 
was a cat cemetery. Hundreds of 
domestic cats were buried there 
during ancient times. The cats 
had been made into mummies at 
the time of burial, and some of 
the mummies were found to be 
well preserved. 

In Bubastis people gave wor- 
ship to the goddess. Festivals

HERODOTUS, the ancient Greek 
traveler, visited Bubastis. He went 
to see the ple of the goddess 
and reported: 

“Other temples may be grander, 
and may have cost more in the 
building, ‘but no other temple is 
so pleasant to the eye as the one 
in Bubastis ...Two canals from 
the Nile pass on either side of 
the building. The gateway is 60 
feet high, and is adorned with 
figures cut on the stone.”
